For the information of the Bureau ana interested 
offices, this office has been using the utmost discretion in 
investigating REDMONT* s contacts in the Office of Cultural 
Affairs. Agent PAPICH, who has had personal contact with 
many of the employees of the Cultural Office, advised that 
none of these individuals could be trusted as a confidential 
source of information on the instant matter. 



It is being suggested that the American Federated 
Press may have been used as a blind by the ’’Daily Worker” 
in order to cover the true source of the declarations allegedly 
made by Ambassador MESSERSMITH. -
